Females give birth three to 
five months after mating to 
several live young - although the 
common eastern bluetongue 
can have as many as 25 
offspring.

To help bluetongues get 
around, it’s a good idea to have 
plants near your fence to give 
them protection. If your fence is 
a solid brick wall, leave a small” 
hole for them to get through.
